If 
the present system of education is not changed, the time 
will come when our youths will begin to demolish mosques 
and temples and will become as much a source of anxiety 
and danger to the Government and the people as the Nihilists 
are to the Imperiul family in Russia. The students should 
be also taught their own religious books at the Goverrment 
schools. True, it is the duty of the people, and not of the.

The English wepeliina’ to the Anjuman i-Panjdb of the 
The case of Mabammad: 14th June, in regard to the case of 
Haiyat Khao. Muhammad Haiyat Khan, remarks :— 


“The Goveromnens Resolution in re Haiyat Khan may 
have convinced his advocates that their preci ipitateness in 
trying to influence public opinion on a pending case was as 
ill-advised as their conjectures regarding the probable action 
of Government were erroneous, No society, especially a 
literary one, can, with any self-respect, express its judgment 
on a case which is still under trial. So far as this paper is 
concerned, we have adhered to this course, in spite of the 
attempts that were made to influence - us, and the very un- 
worthy clamour that has been raised by a few interested 
persons and that may be mistaken by outsiders for the voice 
of the native community or of the Society. Indeed, nothing 
can injure the cause of the natives more than any apparent 
combination on their part to direct the course of justice as 
regards supposed offenders of their race or creed, nor do we 
believe that the action which a native official has taken in 
this improper agitation will escape the poetic of Government.”

her. She has no education, no religious exhorter to save her 


from her enemies. Placed. under such circffmstances and 
having no experience of the outside world, if she succumbs to 
one passion and is thereby exposed to shame, she is naturally 
led to yield to another and commit the most hideous crime of 
infanticide. Now comes the law to complete her torment, 
which either deprives her of her blooming life immediately 


- or leaves her in a worse state of life which she must pass in a

Even when she breathes her last, after suffering 
all these miseries, she has no hope of a happier life in the next 
world, for a criminal can have no such consolation. Alas! poor 
Hindu widow! and shame unto you, O ye so-called educated 
Hindus! if you cannot make the least sacrifice to rescue 
millions of your wretched sisters from lifelong misery.

The Koh-i- Nur of the 8th June also publishes a long article 
against Dr. Leitner.

made by the English Supplement 
to the journal of the Anjuman-i-Panjéb i in its issue of the 
17th May on the case of Sardar Mohammad Haiyat Khan 
have exited the anger of the editor of the Koh-i-Ndr, The 
editor says that Dr. Leitner established the Anjuman to bring 
himself to prominence. The greatest work of the Anjuman 
is the establishment of the Panjab. University. The estab- 
of the University may be justly ascribed to the generosity 
of the Mahfraja of Kashmir, who was the first to contribute 
one lakh of rupees for it. The other chiefs of the Panjab 
followed his example and contributed liberally. But still 
Dr. Leitner published false complaints against him. Great 
weight was attached to his writings, as he is the Prési- 
dent of the Anjuman and is considered a friend ‘of the 
natives, The Anjuman should have removed -his name from 
the list of its members, and-should have also sent a petition to 
the Panjab Government, praymg that he should not be allowed

to have any connection with the University. — The editor 3 


then states that about one and a half ‘years ago Dr. Leitnér 
devised his Congress scheme and submitted it before the 
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.Anjaman. The Panjdb Government disapproved the scheme 
and took him.to task. He has now thought of a new scheme, 
which will be very prejudicial to the cause of education in 
the Panjab, to win the good will of the Government. As 
some high European officials are opposed to the giving of high 
education to the natives, and as the Panjab Government 
has been inchined to curtail the cost of the Educational 
‘Department since the time of Sir Henry Davis, Dr. Leitner 
has proposed that the study of English should be made 
optional at the Panjéb University. In regard to the stric-. 
tures of the English organ of the Anjuman about the case | 
of Sardar Muhammad Haiyat Khan, the Koh-i-Nde argues 
that Dr. Leitner bears ill-will against the Sardar. When the 
Panjéb Government took Dr. Leitner to task for -his con- 
gress scheme, he expressed a desire to resign his post 
of President of the Anjuman and tendered his resigaation. 
The young educated members of the Anjuman unanimous- 
ly expressed their opinion in favour of the acceptance 
of his resignation. Muhammad Haiyat Khan concurred 
with them. The other members did not accept Dr. Leitner’s 
resignation, and the young educated members were obliged 
to resign. But Muhammad Haiyat Khan continued to be 
amember. As he voted in favour of the acceptance of 
Dr. Leitner’s resignation, Dr. Leitner bears ill-will against 
him and has now found a favourable opportunity to wreak 
vengeance. The editor then argues that the Anjuman-i- — 
Panjab has done nothing to improve the material condition 


of the people. It ha not improved agtionltacs nor eatab- 
lished any factory.

The Koh-t-Nur of the 11th June briefly - ‘refers to the 
pe NOSE 8 circamstances under which James 
soldier who shot a native at Rayes, a Evropean soldier, shot one 
oe 2 Panjtb Chi op cae Chirag at Mian Mi r and was acquit- 

ted by Mr. Justice Plowden of the 
‘Lahore Chief Court, and calls upon all European Judges and 
Magistrates to answer the question that: if a native had 
shot a European under exactly the same circumstances, 
whether they would have hanged the native or not. When we 
first heard of the acquittal of James Bayes, we were over- 
whelmed with gtief and felt as if we. had been shot in the 


breast. But when our grief was abated and we again 


thought over the case, we wefe convinced that Mr. J usties 
Plowden was quite right in releasing the accused. As a 


Judge his action may be condemned, but as a member of the 
governing race, to which the accused also belonged, he was 
perfectly justified in displaying indulgence towards him. The 
deceased belonged to the subject race, and consequently his 
life was not more valuable than that of an animal. The 


lesson which the case of James Rayes is intended to teach is 


that when a European injures anything belonging to a native, 
the latter should quietly bear the Joss and not ‘remonstrate 
with the former lest he may kill him. The natives should 


not expect justice from European Judges in such cases, because 
the latter consider one drop of the sweat of one of their own 


countrymen worth the lives of three theusand natives.
